A QUESTION OF GREEN FEED 


The quality of green oats for feed- 
ing purposes was the subject of legal 
contention in the distvict court today. 
Samples of good feed and some that 
was not so good were offered in evi- 
dence before Judge Noel, in ‘the suit 


of F. H. Spry against F. T. Shaw, 
both farmers residing at North d- 
monton, 


The plaintiff! claims that on Septem- 
ber 20th, last, he entered “into an 
agreement with Shaw under the terms 
of which he delivered six cows to the 
defendant, who was to give him thirty 
acres of green feed as payment for the 
milk produces. J 
The feed was delivered as agreed, but 
Spry alleged that it was not up to the 
standard represented by Shaw. 

The plaintiff not only asked that the 
agreement be, declared void but that 
the defendant pay him damages for 
retention of the cows. The trial lasted 
nearly, all day and at a late hour no 
decision had been reached, 


THREK SMALLPOX CASKS 


Three cases of smaljpox, all trace- 
able to the same source of infection, 
have been reported’ to the medical 
health Gepartment. The first was the 
case of a man employed in the offices 
of the new government buildings, who 
caught the disease in High River. The 
case was a mild one and the man was 
at large for a week or two before 
the serious character of the complaint 
was discovered. He stayed for a few 
days with his*brother-in-law, with the 
result that the latter is now ill with 
the disease in the isolation hospital. 
The third case is that of a man who 
shook hands with him ea weeks ago 
at the government buildings and who 
also is now in the hospital. That the 
wife of the first man has not fallen 
ill with the disease is attributed by 
Dr. Whitelaw to the fact that she was 
vaccinated three years ago, : 

The offices occupied by the patient 
have been disinfected and the medical 
health officer is keeping a sharp watch 
for any further casee. In view of the 
readiness with which this dangerous 
disease is already spreading, Dr 
Whitelaw strongly advises all who 
have not been vaccinated to take this 
step without delay.

Rome, Italy, Nov. 6.—King Victor 
Emmanuel has signed a decree de- 
claring Tripoli and: Cyrenaica “placed 
under the full and entire sovereign- 
ity of Italy.” The decree will be sub- 
mitted to parliament for transforma- 
tion into law. It is seml-officially an- 
nounced that the notice hag been sent 
to all Italian Ambassadors abroad 
for communications to. the powers as 
follows: “The occupation of the prin- 
ctpal towns of Tripoli and Cyrenaica, 
combined withthe continued ‘success 
of our arms and the enormous forces 
we have concentrated there, with the 
additions we are preparing to send, 
render any further resistance upon 
the part of Turkey vain, 

“On the other’ hand in order to put 
an end to the useless bloodshed it is| 
of urgent importance to dispel any 
dangerous uncertainties in the minds 
of the population of Tripoli and Cy- 
renaica, and by royal decree Tripoli 
and Cyranaica have been -detinitely 
and irrevocably placed in the full 
and entire sovereignty of Italy. 

"The solution adopted by us is the 
only one affording a_ definite safe- 
guard of the interests of Italy and 
Europe and Turkey herself.”
